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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The 
specification appears to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document and 
should be reviewed for grammatical and idiomatic errors. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

2. Claims 1 1 -30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The claims as a whole appear to be a literal 
translation into English from a foreign document and contain recitations and limitations 
that should be reviewed for grammatical and idiomatic errors. For example in claim 1 1 , 
"the internal high pressure forming process" and "its longitudinal extent" lack antecedent 
basis. The encircling recess" lacks positive recitation in the combination. The "inner" 
wall has not been positively located and correlated with the structure. Finally in claim 

1 1 , the limitations "in each case" and "both sides of lack clear antecedent basis. All the 
claims should be reviewed for like problems and amended into proper claim form. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 11,13-17, 19-21, 24, 26-28, and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Shimanovski et al. Shimanovski et al. teaches the claimed high 
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pressure forming device (see Figs. 3-6) including an encircling cutting edge 24 
coextensive and integral with the recess 30, and sealing elements provided on the inner 
wall of the die surface at 26 on either side of the recess 30 and parallel to the cutting 
edge 24. Further Shimanovski teaches a receptacle and sealing element 26 of plastic 
for sealing the inner wall of the die (see column 4, lines 58-62). 

4. Claims 12, 18, 22, 23, 25, and 29 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
